The following is an abbreviated list of items 
that Twitter users claimed to be dependent 
on, via a recent three-minute search for the 
word “addicted:” Coffee. Chipotle salsa. 
‘American Horror Stor)^” Netflix. Blogging. 
Heroin. Online shopping. Thgurt-covered 
pretzels. Peanut butter. “Scandal.” 

Apart from the 
heroin user and 
perhaps the coffee 
drinker, it’s likely 
that none of these 
tweeters actually are 
chemically depen- 
dent on their habits 
of choice. Do their 
claims make people 
take actual addic- 
tions less seriously? 

It’s possible, said 
Ramsen Kasha, executive director of the 
Chicago branch of the Hazelden Betty Ford 
Foundation. 

“I know a lot of people use {the word} for 
things like, ‘Oh hey I’m addicted to “Game 
of Thrones,” I just binged on five seasons in 
a row’ or something like that,” he said. “If you 
truly did just binge on five seasons in a row 
and you didn’t leave your home and you ate 
poorly I’m not going to diagnose you with an 
addiction, but you behaved poorly” 

Casual use of the term can reinforce the 
idea that addictions are more about willpower 
than real dependency. Kasha said. For exam- 
ple, if you’re “addicted” to TV but can break 
that habit on your own, then you may think 
your friend’s alcohol addiction similarly can 
be conquered just by trying hard. 

‘A lot of people use {the word addiction] 
harmlessly and it doesn’t have an impact, but 
using it in such a way can really influence how 
people see a real addiction,” Kasha said. “If 
we’re not careful about how we use this termi- 


nology we can add to that stigma.” 

So why claim to be hooked on 
something you don’t actually need? 

“It conveys a sense of being 
dedicated or devoted to some- 
thing, typically to an extreme 
degree, perhaps compulsively, 
perhaps excessively” North- 
western University linguis- 
tics professor Gregory Ward 
said. 

Ward found that use of 
the word “addicted” in a more 
casual sense actually predates 
its use as a medical term, cit- 
ing uses from the 1500s and 
1600S. 

“That would make it all 
the more difficult to say 
the more personal, milder, 
playful uses are offensive, 
given that they’ve always 
been part of the meaning of 
the term,” he said. “Those 
uses have always been there; 
as a linguist, I would find it 
an odd strategy to encourage 
people not to use it, to only 
leave the medical use. It would 
seem an artificial restriction on a word that 
has broad distribution.” 

Kasha argues that the context of the term’s 
use has changed along with advances in medi- 
cal understanding of addiction. 

‘A hundred years ago, chemical dependen- 
cy wasn’t seen anywhere like it is now,” he said. 
“So time has changed and the field has taken 
on the term.” 

Sometimes non-medical use of the word 
can be helpful. Kasha said. For example, fram- 
ing a harmful habit in terms of addiction can 
help people fight through it even if, clinically 
speaking, they aren’t chemically dependent 
on the habit.

In the end, it’s all about context. Kasha 
said, and he’s hardly arguing for a blanket ban 
on the term. 

“The majority of our clients we’ve seen in 
the past few years are emerging adults {ages} 
19 to 25 or 26 ... even in their recovery you’ll 
hear, ‘Oh, I’m hooked on this, I’m hooked on 
this show,’ ” he said. “It’s different when you 
understand what dependency reaUy is, be- 
cause then your image of the addiction is not 
misled by how you use the term.”

“It’s where I learned to speak English, to 
get the hang of what Chicago was all about, 
to get the feel of Maxwell Street, figure 
out where the best hot dogs were, the best 
cheeseburgers, the best tacos and the best 
nightclubs,” Garcia, 58, said in a recent inter- 
view 

It’s in the neighborhoods where Garcia 
wants to focus city resources, claiming most 
of the investment has centered on down- 
town during Emanuel’s term. 

After stints as an alderman, state senator 
and now Cook County commissioner, Garcia 
said he knows how government works— and 
the name recognition is there. A recent Chi- 
cago Tribune poll showed Emanuel leading 
the pack, with 45 percent support and Garcia 
coming in second with 20 percent support. 

Once Chicago Teachers Union president 
Karen Lewis bowed out of the mayor’s race, 
she urged Garcia to run. It took him a week 
to decide and he thinks that Chicagoans 
want an alternative to Emanuel. Perhaps a 
mustachioed candidate? 

His facial fuzz has become a cam- 
paign symbol, with a Twitter account— 


@chuysstache — and #Stand WithTheStache 

is dedicated to his lip fur. 

“So there seems to be a yearning for a mus- 
tache renaissance or comeback obviously in 
Chicago,” he said. 

What are the top two issues that should be 
on the minds of young Chicagoans? 

Education and opportunity. The current ad- 
ministration is selling our education sys- 
tem piecemeal to the highest bidder, at the 
expense of your future. Instead of preparing 
students to compete in a global economy, it is 
saddling them with ever increasing burdens of 
student debt. 

Chicago counted more than 400 homicides 
in 2014. What is your strategy to lower ho- 
micides, shootings and crime in general? 

I would staff the police force sufficiently and 
train them to implement true community po- 
licing, a proven and effective strategy for pre- 
venting and responding to crime. 

As mayor, how will you create new jobs in 
the city? 

I will make infrastructure improvements that 
are needed to improve the viability of manu- 
facturing, warehousing and commercial spac- 
es that comprise the economic framework 
of the city, and I will require businesses that 
benefit from city tax incentives and subsidies 
to hire local, provide basic benefits and pay 
living wages.

“Em one to stand up for all families in this 
city, not just the top few I’m the leader of the 
progressive caucus and have a progressive vi- 
sion that I brought to the floor of the City 
Council. I’m willing to keep that fight mov- 
ing for all people in this city” said Fioretti, 
61, who lives in the West Loop. 

An endorsement from former Bears coach 
Mike Ditka is a welcome boost for Fioretti, 
who knows he can’t compete with Emanu- 
el’s hefty campaign war chest of more than 
$15 million since 2012. “The obscene amount 
of money just makes me want to work harder 
and go door to door harder and listen to the 
people and reach out to more people across 


our streets safer. 

Chicago counted more than 400 homicides 
in 2014. What is your strategy to lower ho- 
micides, shootings and crime in general? 

We need a holistic approach to policing. My 
public safety platform calls for more police, 
stemming the flow of illegal guns, expanding 
restorative justice programs and more. We 
need to also address the root causes of crime. 
Good jobs and strong neighborhood schools 
should be part of our crime fighting policy. 

As mayor, how will you create new Jobs in 
the city? 

I want to make sure that local companies have 
access to contract opportunities on public 
works projects. Additionally, we need to make 
certain that Chicago becomes a world class 
hub for technology and innovation. I will work 
with hubs, like BLUE1647 in Pilsen, to bring the 
jobs to our neighborhoods. I’ll work to encour- 
age small business growth and creative ideas 
like worker owned cooperatives.

Mayor Emanuel is asking voters for another 
chance. 

Four years ago, he campaigned on his repu- 
tation for being tough and billed himself as 
being the right person for the job. 

Since then, his schmoozing has led to cor- 
porations relocating their headquarters in 
Chicago. He pushed for a minimum wage 
hike to $13 an hour by 2019. 

So, how would he grade himself on his first 
term? Well, he wouldn’t. Emanuel, 55, said 
he’d take an incomplete because there are still 


tasks on his to-do list. 

While crime, including homicides, is down 
in 2014, shootings are up and violence is still 
a pressing issue in many communities where 
some residents refer to the city as “Chiraq.” 

“It does make me mad because I know the 
hard work that happens in the city of Chicago 
and throughout every neighborhood, but it 
doesn’t also reflect what is happening here,” 
Emanuel said, when asked about the nick- 
name. 

After serving in Congress as well as in Presi- 
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Often referred to as the perennial candidate, 
William “Dock” Walls actually wasn’t going 
to enter Chicago’s mayoral race this election. 

Until late summer, Walls— who’s run and 
lost bids for mayor, city clerk and Congress — 
was looking for a candidate to back. But to 
him, none of the declared candidates in the 
Feb. 24 race measured up to lead Chicago. 

While he’s never held public office, the 
57-year-old Walls, who lives in Galewood on 
the West Side, touts that he was an assistant 
to the late Mayor Harold Washington— Chi- 
cago first African-American mayor— from 
1983 to 1986. 

“I’ve seen the best that Chicago has to of- 
fer where everyone’s included. We had open- 
ness and fairness and we had real reform, not 
just the talk of reform or the label reform but 
a real commitment to honesty and integrity 
and making certain that we had a Chicago 
that everyone could be proud of,” he said. 

After he entered and lost his first race in 
1987 for City Clerk, he vanished from poli- 
tics, explaining he wanted to spend time with 
his family and finish law school. He returned 
from his political hiatus when he sought to 
be City Clerk again in 2003 but was removed 
from the ballot. 

He took on Mayor Richard M. Daley 
in 2007 and captured close to 9 percent of 
the vote. In 2011, he unsuccessfully tried to 
knock Rahm Emanuel off the ballot and re- 


ceived nearly i percent of the vote. 

What are the top two issues that should be 
on the minds of young Chicagoans? 

Safety most concerns young Chicagoans. 
Proactive, community-friendly policing, by 
diverse officers, shall make all safe. ... We’ll 
appoint a truly Independent Police Review 
Board. The next concern is education. Our 
elected School Board will restore arts and vo- 
cational education and focus on graduating 
students instead of enriching contractors. 

Chicago counted more than 400 homicides 
in 2014. What is your strategy to lower ho- 
micides, shootings and crime in general? 

I’ll re-assign police officers currently on desk 
duty to beat patrols near schools, parks, li- 
braries, stores and banks. Launch an even- 
handed campaign to end the “no snitch’’ and 
“blue code of silence’’ policies. We’ll improve 
cooperation between police and community 
to increase arrests and convictions in cases of 
violent crimes. 

As mayor, how will you create new jobs in 
the city? 

I’ll create 100,000 sustainable jobs. Firstly, 
from the $7.9 billion Capital Improvement 
Program, I’ll award neighborhood businesses 
$1 million grants. We’ll enable them to put 
products, goods and services into the global 
economy. Secondly, using TIF funds we’ll build 
80 community owned grocery stores to elimi- 
nate food deserts. 


Willie Wilson is what you might call the 
anti-politician. 

A novice on the political stage, he’s got 
some baggage— some of it spelled out in an 
autobiography that reveals he punched his 
^ first wife and, as a teen, paid for a prosti- 
tute. In recent weeks, the African-American 
^ businessman found himself apologizing 
^ over a racially charged comment he made in 
^ front of the media: “To the whiteys here. I’m 

letting you know, I ain’t prejudiced.” 

And he’s using $i million of his own mon- 
ey for his campaign. That way he said, he 
doesn’t owe anybody any favors. If he gets 
elected, he said he would donate his pay- 
check to churches and charities like he does 
with his personal fortune. 

The 66 -year-old’s rags-to-riches life story 
began when he left his humble Louisiana 
home at age 13 with only a seventh grade 
education. He went from earning 20 cents 
an hour in cotton and sugar cane fields to 
becoming a millionaire businessman— a 
one-time McDonald’s franchisee who now 
owns a medical supply company— living in a 
downtown Chicago penthouse. 

Now Wilson says he’s ready to take over 
the fifth floor of City Hall. 

“Chicago has been good to me and my 
family,” he said. “My mother always taught 
us to get involved and don’t be a spectator 
on the sidelines.” 


What are the top two issues that should be 
on the minds of young Chicagoans? 

Education and job creation. 

Chicago counted more than 400 homi- 
cides in 2014. What is your strategy to 
lower homicides, shootings and crime in 
general? 

My plan for the police department Is based 
on the simple principle of the police as part 
of the community. The facts are that city of 
Chicago has more police officers per resident, 
than any of the top four largest cities In the 
country. In fact, the CPD has been among the 
top two In officers per resident since at least 
1995, by a very large margin. 

However to add more police we would 
need to raise taxes on the little guy to pay for 
It, 1 won’t do that. 

As mayor, how wiii you create new jobs in 
the city? 

I believe In economic empowerment and 
stimulating the growth of communities 
through strong, new business opportuni- 
ties. 1 propose to take city owned empty lots, 
vacant buildings and potentially other, larger 
buildings and sell them to members of com- 
munities and people who want to start new 
business for one dollar. 

This program will be linked to other eco- 
nomic development Initiatives that 1 believe 
will Include area banks, and other sources of 
loans, along with a city regulated mentoring 
program to assist and supervise those who 
want to start local business. 




dent Obama’s and President Clinton’s admin- 
istrations, Emanuel is well-versed in politics 
and tends to stick to script when addressing 
the media. 

But Emanuel, who lives in Ravenswood, 
has been known to show his playful side too. 
He does a decent impression of Clinton. He 
challenged Jimmy Eallon over Twitter and the 
two ended up jumping into Lake Michigan for 
the Polar Plunge fundraiser. 

Despite his demanding job, what he does 
make time for is his family Together, they eat 


breakfast three days a week and dinner four 
nights a week. 

“My role as father is probably the most im- 
portant thing to me. I love my job, but I love 
being a father to my kids,” he said. 

What are the top two issues that should be 
on the minds of young Chicagoans? 

Ensuring every Chicago child has access 
to a great public school, and giving ev- 
ery Chicagoan a shot at a good job when 
they enter the workforce. We made full-day 


kindergarten universal, lengthened the school 
day and are giving free City College tuition 
to any CPS student who graduates with a 
B-average. 

Chicago counted more than 400 homicides 
in 2014. What is your strategy to lower homi- 
cides, shootings and crime in general? 

Our return to community policing and focus 
on prevention has led to historic lows In violent 
crime. We’re moving police from behind the 
desk to the streets, and keeping more kids In

CTA: Crimes down 26 percent

For the first time in three years, serious 

crimes on the CTA— including thefts and 

robberies — declined, the transit agency and 

Mayor Emanuel announced in a news release 

Tuesday, just one week before the mayoral 

election. 

There were 2,021 serious crimes reported 
on CTA property in 2014, down 26 percent 
from 2,748 crimes reported in 2013, accord- 
ing to Chicago police. Serious crimes, which 
include robbery, theft, homicide and crimi- 
nal sexual assault, on CTA property had 
been on the rise since 2011, when Emanuel 
took office and appointed Forrest Claypool 
CTA president. 

Last year, robberies reported on CTA prop- 
erty were down 34 percent— from 454 robber- 
ies in 2013 to 300 robberies in 2014. Reported 
thefts were down 26 percent— from 2,210 
thefts in 2013 to 1,623 thefts in 2014, accord- 
ing to police data. 

Serious personal and property crimes de- 
creased 24 percent on trains and in rail sta- 
tions while these crimes dropped 30 percent 
on CTA buses, the CTA said. 

In a news release, the CTA credited the 
decline to 23,000 security cameras across the 
system, expanded police patrols and increased 
undercover operations amid a decrease in 
ridership systemwide. The CTA said images
